MHS - A Municipal Housing Statement is a background study analysing

housing market conditions within a municipality. It is 
carried out by either a consultant with funds from the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing or directly by 
the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing, usually 
when municipal population is under 10,000. The Municipal 
Housing Statement indicates the general community housing 
targets and must be approved before the Municipality can 
assemble land for development. 


The Assisted Housing Survey is a survey to determine the 
need for rent-geared-to-income and market rent housing among 
senior citizens and tenant families. Generally, a Municipal 
Housing Statement contains an Assisted Housing Survey, 
particularly when the municipality is interested in municipal 
non-profit housing.
